This is in reference to earlier communication to your office wherein we had 
informed of ICICI Bank representatives engaging with Scheme Implementing agencies 
at State/District level as well as Grantee institutions (including autonomous bodies) for 
extending necessary support to them in adoption/implementation of PFMS and 
providing technology related banking solutions. 

We had also informed of stakeholders including State Governments & other

of July 15,2016 (Annexure I), for universal adoption of Public Financial Management 
System (PFMS) platform for covering all Implementing agencies and Grantee 

Institutions. 

Expectations/Reauirements : The directive envisages scheme implementing agencies/ 
Grantee Institutions and the administrative ministries/departments (for Central 
Schemes as well Central Sector Schemes) to ensure all implementing agencies (lA’s) 
receiving and utilizing funds get mandatorily registered on PFMS and to make all 
payments, advances and transfers through PFMS only which will help in just in time 
releases and generation of utilization certificate for claiming further funds from central 

government. 


We further understand from the advisory that the PFMS team shall assist the Central 
Ministries and Departments in registration of implementing agencies for central sector 
schemes and thereafter the Ministries shall be required, to deploy/allocate their own 
resources for supporting departmental agencies and the grantee institutions.

30.06.2015 had issued clarification on the government agency business and banking 
arrangements of autonomous bodies, prefunded schemes etc. This office had already 
clarified vide its above referred letter in consultation with Dept, of Financial Services on

Aadhaar based DBT is a significant governance reform to ensure greater transparency and 

at countabikty :n public service delivery through effective use of technology. Aadhaar as an 

identity proof obviates the need for producing multiple documents for proving one's identity, 

thereby simplifying procedures and eliminating fake/ ghost beneficiaries through de- 
duplication. 


Hov\ t. er, Got eminent is sensitive to the ract that the Aadhaar enrolment process has not 
otvn completed and infrastructure constraints may pose difficulty in online authentication. To 
ensure that bona fide beneficiaries are not deprived of their due benefits, sufficient provisions 
have been made in the Aadhaar Act, 2016. UIDAJ has also issued regulations to handle 
exceptions, ensuring that no beneficiary is denied benefits for want of Aadhaar, vide circular 
da:ed 24 r -~ October, 2017 (copy enclosed for ready reference). In accordance with the guidelines 
issued by U1D.AI from time to time, the following may be considered: 

A. For extending benefits to beneficiaries who do not possess Aadhaar, the following 
mechanism may be adopted: 

i. The beneficiary shall be provided subsidy, benefit or service based on alternate 

identification document as notified in the relevant notifications issued under the 
provisions of Section 7 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016. 

.i. Efforts shoud be made to ensure that all such beneficiaries are facilitated for enrolment 

under Aadhaar. The concerned Department through its Implementing Agencies may offer 

Aadhaar enrolment facilities tor such beneficiaries at convenient locations through centres 

in the respective Block/ Taluka/ Tehsil (including through Post Offices, Banks, ICDS 
Centres etc). 

iii. As per regulation 12 of Aadhaar (Enrolment and Update) Regulations, 2016, the State 
Government/ Implementing Agencies should also make special arrangements for bed 

ridden, differently-abled, or senior citizens, who are ’unable to visit the registration 
centre(s), to get them enrolled for Aadhaar. 

iv. Till such time Aadhaar is assigned to a beneficiary, a separate register, preferably 
electronic, shall be maintained for recording such transactions, whenever the beneficiary is 
provided benefits/ services on the basis of alternative identification documents. This 
register may be periodically reviewed and audited. 

B. In ail such cases where Aadhaar authentication fails, the following mechanism may be 
adopted: 
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i. Departments and Bank Branches may make provisions tor iRIS St-anner> along with 
fingerprint scanners, wherever feasible. 

ii. In cases of failure due to lack of connectivity, 0 ‘fline authentication system such as Qh 
code based coupons, Mobile based OTP or TOTP may be explored. 

iii. In all cases where online authentication is not feasible, the benefit,/ service may be 
provided on the basis of possession of Aadhaar, after duly recording the transaction in 
register, to be reviewed and audited periodically. 


3. In view of above, DBT implementing Ministries/ Departments and State Governments are 
requested to implement proper exception handling mechanism in conformity' with the Aauhar.r 
Act 2016 and subsequent regulations and guidelines issued from time to time. A robust 
mechanism for ensuring their compliance and its periodic monitoring may also be put in place.

Please refer to D O. letter of even number dated 22.12.2017 [copy enclosed] 
wherein the States/UTs were requested (i) to give wide publicity about the extension of 
date of enrolment for Aadhaar of DBT Schemes upto 31.3.2018; (ii) to notify the WCD 
Department as Registrar of UIDAI and offices of CDPOs as Enrolment Agencies for 
Aadhaar enrolment of beneficiaries of all DBT Schemes; and (iii) to ensure that 
benefits and services are continued to the beneficiaries not having Aadhaar, on the 
basis of alternate means of identification till they are assigned Aadhaar numbers in 
accordance with the notifications issued under Section-7 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016. 

2. Considering that Aadhaar enrolment process has not been- completed and 
infrastructure constraints may pose difficulty for online authentication causing 
undesirable hardship and denial of benefits and services to the bona-fide 
beneficiaries, Government has stipulated following exception handling mechanism in 
conformity with the Aadhaar Act, 2016 and subsequent regulations and guidelines 
issued by the Government from time to time:- 

A. For extending benefits to beneficiaries who do not possess Aadhaar, the 
following mechanism may be adopted: 

(i) The beneficiary shall be provided benefits or services based on alternate 
identification document as per notifications issued under Section 7 of the Aadhaar Act, 
2016. 

(ii) Efforts should be made to ensure that all such beneficiaries are facilitated for 
enrolment under Aadhaar. 

(iii) As per regulation 12 of Aadhaar (Enrolment and Update) Regulations, 2016, the 
WCD Department of States/UTs and Implementing Agencies should also make special 
arrangements for those beneficiaries who are unable to visit the enrolment centre(s), 
to get them enrolled for Aadhaar. 

(iv) Till such time Aadhaar is assigned to a beneficiary, a separate register, 
preferably electronic, shall be maintained for recording such transactions, whenever 
the beneficiary is provided benefits / services on the basis of alternative identification 
documents. This register may be periodically reviewed and audited. 

B. In all such cases where Aadhaar authentication fails, the following 
mechanism may be adopted: 

(i) WCD Departments and Bank Branches may make provisions for IRIS 
scanners along with fingerprint scanners, wherever feasible.

(iii) In all cases where online authentication is not feasible, the benefit / service 
may be provided on the basis of possession of Aadhaar, after duly recording 
the transaction in register, to be reviewed and audited periodically. 

3. Regarding A(ii) above, I have also requested vide my D O. letter of even 
number dated 15 ,n November, 2017 to explore possibility of cost and resource 
convergence by utilizing services of the 'Registrar’ and Enrolment Agency’ of WCD 
Department for Aadhaar enrolment of beneficiaries of DBT Schemes of other 
Departments in your State/ UT. 

A In view of above, I would request you to kindly issue necessary instructions to 
the concerned officers of WCD Departments for implementing proper exception 
handling mechanism in conformity with the Aadhaar Act. 2016 and subsequent 
regulations and guidelines issued by the Government from time to time. A robust 

mechanism for ensuring their compliance and its periodic monitoring may also be put 
in place. 

5. Apart from above, I would also like to draw you attention to my another D.O. 
letter No. DBT/6/2017-DBT Cell dated 22.11.2017 [Copy enclosed] wherein I had 
requested to furnish the monthly progress report of all DBT schemes of this Ministry in 
the Revised Reporting Formats within the stipulated time on every month. However, it 
is a matter of great concern that no reports have been furnished to this Ministry as 
desired. The State-wise progress of DBT schemes is being closely monitored by PMO 
& Cabinet Secretariat regularly. I would, therefore, again request you to direct the 
Concerned Departments to furnish the report in the Revised Formats to this Ministry

Dear Chief Secretary, 

As you are aware, Aadhaar based Direct Benefit Transfer (DBT) is a major reform 
initiative of the Government, entailing targeted delivery of benefits and services to 
beneficiaries of Schemes identified for DBT. While overall Aadhaar saturation in the country 
has crossed 85.7% in June, 2017, the saturation level of children in the age group of 0-5 
years is still very low at 36.2% only. In a recent review meeting taken by Hon'ble Prime 
Minister, one of the decisions taken was to shift focus on enrolment of children of age below 
5 years. It was also decided in the meeting to complete Aadhaar seeding and data 
validation of beneficiaries of all DBT schemes by 31.03.2018 in following manner: 

(i) To complete 100% Aadhaar seeding and data validation by 31.12.2017 in respect 
of schemes which have till date achieved at least 50% Aadhaar seeding; and 

(ii) For remaining schemes where Aadhaar seeding is less than 50% as on date, 
Aadhaar seeding and data validation to be completed by 31.03.2018. 

% 

3. The UIDAI has already authorized concerned Departments of States/UTs to become 
Registrars for Aadhaar enrolment and start enrolment facilities at designated places. 
States/UTs were also requested to organise special Aadhaar enrolment camps at 
Anganwadi Centres at regular interval for enrolment of children, adolescent girls and 
women beneficiaries of various DBT schemes of the Ministry. 

i « 

4. To give further impetus to the Aadhaar enrolment drive, it has now been decided to 
set up permanent Aadhaar enrolment facility in the offices of CDPOs for continued and 
uninterrupted enrolment of children and other beneficiaries of all DBT schemes of the 
Ministry residing within the area of jurisdiction of the CDPO. The WCD/Social Welfare 
Departments of the States/UTs have the most crucial role in the process of continued 
Aadhaar enrolment of children below 5 years of age. It is, therefore, imperative that the 
WCD/Social Welfare Department of your State/UT become the Registrar for Aadhaar 
enrolment, if not already done, immediately. As per the scheme devised by the UIDAI, the 
offices of CDPOs will function as Enrolment Agencies and Aadhaar enrolment will be done 
by Data Entry Operators (DEO) hired for the purpose. The DEO will visit the nodal 
Anganwadi Centres for Aadhaar enrolment as per annual calendar/roster of Aadhaar 
Camps prepared by the CDPO in such a manner that every nodal Anganwadi within his/her 
jurisdiction is covered at least twice in a year. The UIDAI will provide necessary training to 
the CDPO and DEO for Aadhaar enrolment. 

5. The capital cost of one full enrolment machine consisting of laptop computer, printer, 
scanner, GPS device, Slap fingerprint scanner and Iris scanner is approximately Rs.1.25 
lakh which can be procured from GEM Portal. The capital cost, infrastructural and recurring 
operational expenses, including salary and travelling expenses of the DEO, cost of 
consumables, etc. may be met from administrative expenses under ICDS(General) as per

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existing cost sharing ratio. In order to decide the number of DEOs to be engaged and 
number of enrolment machines to be procured, it is necessary to fix a norm for engagement 
of DEOs. It is felt that one DEO per Project and one additional DEO for Projects having 
more than 100 Anganwadi Centres will be the ideal norm for engagement of DEOs. 

6. Setting up Aadhaar enrolment centres in the Government premises will ensure 
protection and security of demographic and biometric data of the beneficiaries while 
conforming to the requirements of Regulation 12 and 12A of Aadhaar (Enrolment and 
update) Regulations, 2016 and compliance to the Supreme Court’s directions on data 
security of individuals enrolled for Aadhaar. 

7. In view of the above, you may issue necessary directions to the authorities concerned 
for strict adherence to the target dates of Aadhaar seeding and data validation of 
beneficiaries of DBT schemes of the Ministry. Further, the Ministry will require information 
on following issues urgently : 

i. WCD/Social Welfare Department to become Registrar under UIDAI for Aadhaar 
enrolment, if already not done, and intimate the status to the Ministry; 

ii. Notifying the office of CDPO as Enrolment Agency for Aadhaar 

iii. Assessment of number of DEOs to be engaged as per the norm mentioned in para 
5 above 

iv. Assessment of capital cost, infrastructure and recurring operational cost including 
salary of the DEO, travelling expenses of DEO and cost of consumables, etc.,

Dear Chief Secretary, 

As you are aware, implementation of direct benefit transfer (DBT) using Aadhaar 
as primary identifier of beneficiaries in welfare schemes is a top priority area of the 
Government and both Cabinet Secretariat and PMO are closely monitoring State-wise 
progress of implementation of various Central Sector and Centrally Sponsored 
Schemes in DBT mode. 

2. The Ministry of Women and Child Development is implementing 14 schemes in 
DBT mode and mandated to complete Aadhaar seeding, data validation and de- 
duplication of beneficiaries of all the DBT schemes by 31.03.2018. In my earlier 
communications, I had requested to take urgent action so that the WCD/Social 
Welfare Department of States/UTs become 'Registrar 1 and offices of CDPOs become 
'Enrolment Agencies' under UIDAI for Aadhaar enrolment and related services for 
beneficiaries of DBT schemes of the Ministry. I hope your State/UT has completed this 
process by now. Further, to facilitate Aadhaar enrolment of beneficiaries, the Ministry 
has already released its share for procurement of three Aadhaar enrolment kits for 
each CDPO (one desktop based, one laptop based and one tablet based client) to set 
up permanent Aadhaar Enrolment Centres. It is imperative that the Aadhaar 
enrolment kits are procured, staffs are trained and the enrolment centres are made 
fully operational by end of March, 2018. 

3. In order to ensure that bonafide beneficiaries are not denied of the services and 
benefits of DBT schemes merely due to non-availability of Aadhaar, exception 
handling mechanism suggested by UIDAI was also provided vide my D.O. letter No. 
12/35/15-CD-l Part (2) dated 01.01.2018. States/UTs are required to follow 
the exception handling mechanism in conformity with the Aadhaar Act, 2016 and 
subsequent regulations and guidelines issued by the government of India from time to 
time. 

4. In a recent review meeting taken by Cabinet Secretary, following decision were 
taken with regard to DBT schemes: 

(i) Regular and timely updation of Monthly Progress Report in the DBT Bharat 
Portal, by 5th of every month, including savings data, with respect to all DBT schemes 
of the Ministry.

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(ii) To devise suitable methodology to assess tangible savings as well as other 
benefits due to implementation of Aadhaar based DBT in respect Ministry’s DBT 
schemes. Savings due to removal of duplicate and non-existent/fake 
beneficiaries are required to be captured and reported appropriately, both for ‘in cash’ 
and 'in kind’ schemes. In schemes where de-duplication is not possible, assessment 
of savings can be considered on pre and post DBT scenario. 

(iii) Strict implementation of the exception handling mechanism for use of Aadhaar, 
as circulated by DBT Mission and UIDAI and in accordance with the provision of 
Aadhaar Act and to ensure that no one is denied of any benefit due to non¬ 
possession of Aadhaar. 

5. De-duplication and removal of fake/non-existing beneficiaries of welfare schemes 
using Aadhaar authentication process will result in substantial savings both for the 
Central Government and the State Government. Thus, savings reported in DBT 
schemes will be an indicator of performance of the State/UT. 

5. In view of above, I would seek your personal intervention in the matter and 
request you to issue necessary directions to the concerned officers for strict 
compliance of above instructions of the Government. The Monthly Progress Report of 
the DBT Schemes of the Ministry for the months of December, 2017 and January, 
2018 may be sent by email immediately and thereafter invariably by 5th of every 
month.

Dear Chief Secretary, 

Please refer to my earlier D O. letter of even number dated 21 st June, 2018 wherein I had 
shared the details of web based applications (MIS) developed by the Ministry for the DBT schemes 
and requested to adopt and use these applications for implementation of the DBT Schemes from 
the month of June, 2018 onwards. However, it is a matter of great concern that most of the 
States/U Ts/lmplementing agencies have not even started using the web based applications and 
the data inputs of June, 2018 are very poor for most of the States/UTs. 

2. I would like to reiterate that manual progress reporting of DBT schemes in the DBT Bharat 
Portal has been disabled from the month of July, 2018 onwards and the web services will push 
data of June, 2018 onwards automatically in the DBT Bharat Portal on 7th of next month. It is, 
therefore, imperative that field level functionaries use the MIS exclusively for all DBT schemes 
without exception. 

3. As you are already aware, the progress of implementation of DBT in welfare schemes is 
being closely monitored by Cabinet Secretariat and reviewed by PMO. I would, therefore, again 
request you to issue strict instructions to the concerned officers/officials in you States/UTs to adopt 
and use these web based application developed for DBT Schemes. For any technical 
issue/assistance, our technical team from NIC may be contacted directly on: 011-23388074. 

4. I would also like to invite your attention to my earlier D.O. letter No. DBT/2/2018-DBT Cell 
dated 19 February, 2018 wherein I had informed that the Ministry had already released Central 
Share in December, 2017 for procurement of three Aadhaar enrolment kits for each CDPO to set 
up permanent Aadhaar Enrolment Centres. It was also emphasised that the Aadhaar Enrolment 
Centre are made fully operational by the end of March, 2018, However, most of the States/UTs. 
particularly NER States, have not yet procured Aadhaar Enrolment Kits. 

5. Further, to facilitate Aadhaar enrolment and related services of beneficiaries of DBT 
schemes, I had suggested in my D O Letter No. 12/35/2015-CD-l-Part (2) dated 15 th November. 

2017 that the WCD/Social Welfare Department of all States/UTs become Registrar under UIDAI 
and notify the CDPOs as Enrolment Agents.

Dear Chief Secretary, 

Please refer to my earlier D O letter of even number dated 21 st June, 2018 wherein I had 
shared the details of web based applications (MIS) developed by the Ministry for the DBT schemes 
and requested to adopt and use these applications for implementation of the DBT Schemes from 
the month of June, 2018 onwards. However, it is a matter of great concern that most of the 
States/UTs/lmplementing agencies have not even started using the web based applications and 
the data inputs of June, 2018 are very poor for most of the States/UTs. 

2. I would like to reiterate that manual progress reporting of DBT schemes in the DBT Bharat 
Portal has been disabled from the month of July, 2018 onwards and the web services will push 
data of June, 2018 onwards automatically in the DBT Bharat Portal on 7th of next month. It is, 
therefore, imperative that field level functionaries use the MIS exclusively for all DBT schemes 
without exception. 

3. As you are already aware, the progress of implementation of DBT in welfare schemes is 
being closely monitored by Cabinet Secretariat and reviewed by PMO. I would, therefore, again 
request you to issue strict instructions to the concerned officers/officials in you States/UTs to adopt 
and use these web based application developed for DBT Schemes. For any technical 
issue/assistance, our technical team from NIC may be contacted directly on: 011-23388074. 

4. I would also like to invite your attention to my earlier D.O. letter No. DBT/2/2018-DBT Cell 
dated 19 th February, 2018 wherein I had informed that the Ministry had already released Central 
Share in December, 2017 for procurement of three Aadhaar enrolment kits for each CDPO to set 
up permanent Aadhaar Enrolment Centres. It was also emphasised that the Aadhaar Enrolment 
Centre are made fully operational by the end of March, 2018. However, most of the States/UTs, 
particularly NER States, have not yet procured Aadhaar Enrolment Kits. 

5. Further, to facilitate Aadhaar enrolment and related services of beneficiaries of DBT 
schemes, I had suggested in my D.O. Letter No. 12/35/2015-CD-l-Part (2) dated 15 th November, 
2017 that the WCD/Social Welfare Department of all States/UTs become Registrar under UIDAI 
and notify the CDPOs as Enrolment Agents. However, as per intimation received from UIDAI, 
majority of the WCD/Social Welfare Department in States/UTs are yet to become Registrars and 
notify the office of CDPO as Enrolment Agents. 

6. I would, therefore, request you to kindly personally intervene in the matter and issue strict 
directions to the concerned Officers/Officials for immediate compliance of the issues mentioned 
above.

Dear Chief Secretary, 

Please refer to D.O. letter of even number dated 22.12.2017 [copy enclosed] 
wherein the States/UTs were requested (i) to give wide publicity about the extension of 
date of enrolment for Aadhaar of DBT Schemes upto 31.3.2018; (ii) to notify the WCD 
Department as Registrar of UIDAI and offices of CDPOs as Enrolment Agencies for 
Aadhaar enrolment of beneficiaries of all DBT Schemes; and (iii) to ensure that 
benefits and services are continued to the beneficiaries not having Aadhaar, on the 
basis of alternate means of identification till they are assigned Aadhaar numbers in 
accordance with the notifications issued under Section-7 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016. 

2. Considering that Aadhaar enrolment process has not been- completed and 
infrastructure constraints may pose difficulty for online authentication causing 
undesirable hardship and denial of benefits and services to the bona-fide 
beneficiaries, Government has stipulated following exception handling mechanism in 
conformity with the Aadhaar Act, 2016 and subsequent regulations and guidelines 
issued by the Government from time to time:- 

A. For extending benefits to beneficiaries who do not possess Aadhaar, the 
following mechanism may be adopted: 

(i) The beneficiary shall be provided benefits or services based on alternate 
identification document as per notifications issued under Section 7 of the Aadhaar Act, 


2016. 


(ii) Efforts should be made to ensure that all such beneficiaries are facilitated for 
enrolment under Aadhaar. 

(iii) As per regulation 12 of Aadhaar (Enrolment and Update) Regulations, 2016, the 
WCD Department of States/UTs and Implementing Agencies should also make special 
arrangements for those beneficiaries who are unable to visit the enrolment centre(s), 
to get them enrolled for Aadhaar. 

(iv) Till such time Aadhaar is assigned to a beneficiary, a separate register, 
preferably electronic, shall be maintained for recording such transactions, whenever 
the beneficiary is provided benefits / services on the basis of alternative identification 
documents. This register may be periodically reviewed and audited. 

B. In all such cases where Aadhaar authentication fails, the following 
mechanism may be adopted: 

(i) WCD Departments and Bank Branches may make provisions for IRIS 
scanners along with fingerprint scanners, wherever feasible.

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(ii) In cases of failure due to lack of connectivity, offline authentication 

system such as QR code based coupons, Mobile based OTP or TOTP may be 
explored. 

(iii) In all cases where online authentication is not feasible, the benefit / service 
may be provided on the basis of possession of Aadhaar, after duly recording 
the transaction in register, to be reviewed and audited periodically. 

3. Regarding A(ii) above, I have also requested vide my D.O. letter of even 
number dated 15 tn November, 2017 to explore possibility of cost and resource 
convergence by utilizing services of the 'Registrar' and Enrolment Agency’ of WCD 
Department for Aadhaar enrolment of beneficiaries of DBT Schemes of other 
Departments in your State/ UT. 

4. In view of above, I would request you to kindly issue necessary instructions to 
the concerned officers of WCD Departments for implementing proper exception 
handling mechanism in conformity with the Aadhaar Act, 2016 and subsequent 
regulations and guidelines issued by the Government from time to time. A robust 

mechanism for ensuring their compliance and its periodic monitoring may also be put 
in place. 

5. Apart from above, I would also like to draw you attention to my another D.O. 
letter No. DBT/6/2017-DBT Cell dated 22.11.2017 [Copy enclosed] wherein I had 
requested to furnish the monthly progress report of all DBT schemes of this Ministry in 
the Revised Reporting Formats within the stipulated time on every month. However, it 
is a matter of great concern that no reports have been furnished to this Ministry as 
desired. The State-wise progress of DBT schemes is being closely monitored by PMO 
& Cabinet Secretariat regularly. I would, therefore, again request you to direct the 
Concerned Departments to furnish the report in the Revised Formats to this Ministry

As you are aware, the Ministry of Women & Child Development have identified 15 
schemes/scheme components as DBT schemes for transfer of benefits and services directly to 
the beneficiary using Aadhaar as the primary identifier. Use of Aadhaar for targeted delivery of 
benefits and services brings in transparency and efficiency, simplifies Government delivery 
process and helps in de-duplication and curbing pilferage. The Ministry has already issued 
Notifications under Section-7 of Aadhaar (Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other Subsidies, 
Benefits and Services) Act, 2016 in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) in respect of all the 15 
schemes stipulating the date/period after which the beneficiaries will be required to undergo 
authentication using Aadhaar or furnish proof of possession of Aadhaar or enroll for Aadhaa r 
and produce alternative proof of identity for availing benefits and services under the DBT 
schemes. 

2. In the above context, I am to inform that in order to facilitate convenient and seamless 
delivery of services/benefits/subsidies of DBT schemes to the intended eligible beneficiaries and 
avoid hardships to such beneficiaries, the Government has extended the stipulated date 
in all such notifications up to 31 st March, 2018. However, this extension is applicable 
only to those beneficiaries who do not have Aadhaar number or who have not yet 
enrolled for Aadhaar. Such beneficiaries are required to enroll for Aadhaar by 31 st 

March, 2018. 

3. Accordingly, I would like to request you to take necessary action for wide publicity about 
the extension of date of enrolment for Aadhaar at local level by the field functionaries of the 

DBT schemes. 

4. As conveyed earlier, the WCD Department of States/UTs will function as Registrar of 
UIDAI and offices of CDPO will function as Enrolment Agencies for Aadhaar enrolment of 
beneficiaries of all DBT schemes of the Ministry. You may like to reiterate specific directions to 
the field functionaries that the benefits and services are to be continued to the beneficiaries on 
the basis of alternate means of identification till they are assigned Aadhaar numbers in 
accordance with Section-7 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016. 

5. I would be grateful if you could kindly make urgent interventions in the matter for 
immediate compliance to the Government's above directions.

Aadhaar-based Direct Benefit Transfer (DBT) is a significant governance reform 
to ensure efficient, transparent and targeted delivery of government subsidies, benefits 
and services to beneficiaries. Cabinet Secretariat on 19 th December, 2017 had issued an 
Office Memorandum (copy attached), enclosing UIDAI circular dated 24 th October 2017, 
wherein all Ministries/Departments and State Governments were requested to implement 
proper exception handling mechanism in conformity with the Aadhaar Act 2016 and 
subsequent regulations & guidelines issued from time to time. The spirit behind this Office 
Memorandum was to ensure that services or benefits or subsidies are not denied to a 
genuine beneficiary for want of Aadhaar or authentication failure thereto. 

2. It is observed that some Departments have issued required instructions/circulars 
to their field offices directing them to ensure proper observance of exception handling 
mechanism. In case, no such instructions/circulars have been issued by your 
Ministry/Department to the field offices, the same may be got issued at the earliest and a 
copy of the same may be shared with DBT Mission Office.

Section 7 or the Aadhaar ( r . argeted Delivery of financial and Other Subsidies, Benefits and 
Services) Act 2016 provides that: 


i he Central Government or. as the case may be. the State Government may. for die 
purpose ot establishing identity of an individual as a condition for receipt of a subsidy, benefit or 
service for which the expenditure is incurred from, or the receipt therefrom forms part of. the 
Consolidated Fund of India, require that such individual undergo authentication, or furnish proof of 
possession of Aadhaar number or in the case of an individual to whom no Aadhaar number has 
been assigned, such individual makes an application for enrolment: 


Ptrvided that if an Aadhaar number is not assigned to an individual, the individual shall be 
offered alternate and viable means of identification for oelivery of the subsidy, benefit or service.”

Dear Chief Secretary, 

Kindly refer to my earlier letter of even number dated 21 st June, 2018 and subsequent 
reminder dated 27 lh July, 2018 wherein I had shared the URL of web based applications (MIS) 
developed by this Ministry for DBT Schemes and requested to adopt and use the MIS for 
reporting physical and financial progress of the DBT Schemes from June, 2018 onwards. I had 
also requested to get your department (WCD/Social Welfare) on-boarded as Registrar and 
notify the office of CDPO as Enrolment Agents under UIDAI, if not already done, for Aadhaar 
Enrolment of beneficiaries of DBT Schemes of the Ministry and procure Aadhaar enrolment 
kits from GeM Portal, for which Central share was released in December, 2017. 

2. It is a matter of grave concern that despite several reminders over last one year, 
majority of the States/UTs are not implementing the DBT schemes in its true spirit. 
Transparency, efficiency and removal of fake/ghost beneficiaries from the system are the main 
purpose of implementing schemes in DBT mode, which are being defeated due to lack of 
intent on the part of States/UTs. Indifferent attitude of majority States/UTs are manifested by 
non-reporting of the monthly progress of beneficiary data digitization, Aadhaar seeding and 
validation of the DBT Schemes in the MIS. Financial transactions are also not being reported 
for most of the schemes in the MIS in the current Financial Year. 

3. In order to implement the Schemes in DBT mode through PFMS, the DBT Mission of 
Cabinet Secretariat has published a Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) explaining step by 
step action to be taken by the Implementing Agencies. Ministry of Finance has also issued 
strict guidelines vide Secretary’s (Expenditure) D.O. No. 48(06)/PF-l 1/2016 dated 28 th May, 
2018 emphasizing mandatory use of the EAT module of PFMS from 15 th June, 2018 failing 
which no further funds would be released. I had communicated the same vide my D.O. No. 
DBT/6/2017-DBT Cell dated 28 th November, 2018 and enclosing for ready reference. 

4. I would also like to invite your attention to Rule 86 and 87 of the General Financial 
Rules-2017 which has laid down detailed procedure for implementing schemes in DBT mode 
through PFMS. Rule 87 (6), inter alia, states that “ Implementing Agencies shall generate 
Electronic Utilization Certificate (E-UCs) on PFMS portal and submit them online. E-UCs shall 
be used to certify that money was actually utilized for the purpose for which it was sanctioned 
to eliminate the need for physical generation of UCs”. 

5. Keeping in view extant provisions of General Financial Rules-2017 and guidelines of 
Ministry of Finance, we have decided that from the next Financial Year (2019-20) onwards, 
the Ministry will not accept physical Utilization Certificate for grants released as Gol share for 
DBT Schemes. Further, 1 st instalment of grants will be released on indicative basis and each 
State/UT/Implementing Agency shall mandatory use EAT Module of PFMS for further 
disbursement and submit only e-UC (generated from PFMS) for the grants released by the 
Ministry. Further, pursuant to contents of Rule 87 (1) of General Financial Rules-2017, it has

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been decided that States/UTs shall invariably use the scheme specific MIS developed by the 
Ministry for reporting physical and financial progress and shall ensure that the number of 
beneficiary and expenditure incurred, as mentioned in the e-UC match with the corresponding 
data reported in the Scheme specific MIS. In case of mismatch of data, the Ministry will be 
constrained to with held further release till the discrepancies are resolved. 

6. All States and UTs are already using EAT Module of PFMS for PMMVY and BBBP 
Schemes of MWCD and also for Schemes for other Ministries/Departments. However, training 
on EAT module of PFMS, if required, may be arranged in the regional offices of PFMS. For 
this, I would request you to kindly assess the requirement of this training in your State/UT and 
intimate us latest by 15 th April, 2019 so that necessary arrangements may be made. 

7. In view of above, I would request you to personally intervene in the matter and issue 
necessary instructions to the officers concerned in your State/UT for strict compliance of 
following issues from April, 2019 onwards : 

i. WCD/Social Welfare department to become Registrar under UIDAI and notify the office 
of CDPOs as Enrolment Agency, if not already done, in consultation with UIDAI's 
regional offices; 

ii. Establishing Aadhaar Enrolment Centre in the offices of CDPOs; 

iii. Mandatory use of the Scheme specific MIS developed for DBT Schemes for reporting 
the physical and financial progress regularly; 

iv. Opening of separate bank account for each DBT Scheme and mandatory use of EAT 
Module of PFMS for all financial transactions of DBT Schemes 

v. Mandatory submission of e-UC (generated from PFMS) of all release of grants and 
ensuring data integrity reported in e-UC and Scheme specific MIS ; 

vi. Intimate the Ministry about the requirement of training on EAT Module of PFMS latest 
by 15 th April, 2019.

It shall maintain cash 
balance of the Government and provide 
banking facilities to the Ministries and 
subordinate or attached offices either 
directly through its own offices or through 
its ogent banks. For this purpose, RBI shall, 
in consultation with the Controller General 
of Accounts, nominate a bank to function 
as Accredited Bank of a Ministry or 
Department. Pay & Accounts offices and 
Cheque Drawing and Disbursing Officer 
shall have assignment accounts with the 
identified branches of the Accredited Bank 
of the Ministry.

Rule 87 Direct Benefit Transfer. 

(1) Transfer of benefits should be done 
directly to beneficiaries under various 
Government Schemes and 
Programmes using Information and 
Communication Technology (ICT). 
Necessary process reengineering to 
minimise intermediary levels and to 
reduce delay in payments to intended 
beneficiaries with the objective of 
minimising pilferage and duplication 
should be done for all Government 
Schemes and Programmes. The 
process for implementation of DBT as 
prescribed should be adopted.

Please refer to my predecessor's D.O. letter No. DBT/13/2018-DBT Cell dated 
,18' March, 2019 [copy enclosed] regarding de-boarding of 8 DBT schemes of MWCD from 
the DBT Bharat Portal. 

2- In this regard, the Ministry has made several requests proposing the de-boarding 
of 8 DBT Schemes [viz., (i) Anganwadi Services - Honorarium to AWW&AWH, (ii) 
Anganwadi Services - Training Program, (iii) Swadhar Greh - Salary of staff, (iv) Ujjawla 
- Salary of Staff, (v) CPS - Salary of staff, (vi) National Creche Scheme - Honorarium to 


workers, (vii) Mahila Shakti Kendra - remuneration of functionaries (viii) One Stop Centre 
(OSC) - Payment of salary of staff] from DBT Bharat Portal so that the notifications issued 
under Section-7 of Aadhaar Act, 2016 in respect of these schemes could be withdrawn. 
However, your response is still awaited. 


8- As you may be aware, the Hon’ble Supreme Court in its judgement dated 

26.9.2018 has interpreted benefits’ as welfare measures targeted at vulnerable classes of 
persons. It has also been clarified that since earnings are a matter of right, they cannot be 
covered by Section-7 of the Aadhaar Act. Therefore, payment of remuneration and other 
expenses to contractual staff cannot legally be treated as ‘benefits’ under Section-7 of the 
Aadhaar Act, irrespective of whether such schemes have been classified as DBT schemes 
or otherwise. 


4 - 1 would, therefore, request you to kindly de-board all the 8 Schemes from the 

DBT Bharat Portal and intimate at the earliest possible.

Please refer to my earlier D.O. letter of even number dated 15 th January 2019 
and subsequent reminder dated 7 th February, 2019 regarding de-boarding of 8 DBT 
schemes of MWCD from the DBT Bharat Portal. 

2. In view of the judgment dated 26.9.2018 of Hon'ble Supreme Court and 
clarification given by UIDAI on applicability of Section-7 and Section-57 of Aadhaar 
Act, 2016, we had proposed for withdrawal of notifications issued under Section-7 and 
deboarding of 7 scheme components from DBT platform. Presently, all these 7 
schemes components are being implemented in DBT mode in which the service 
providers are paid salary/honorarium/remuneration. For one more DBT onboarded 
scheme One Stop Centre-Salary of Staff, the Ministry has not been able to issue 
notification, either under Section-7 or under Section-57, since the draft notification 
has been returned by UIDAI twice citing the interpretation of Section-7 and limited 
applicability of Section-57 as per the judgment of Hon'ble Supreme Court. 

3. We strongly feel that continuation of these 8 schemes as DBT schemes is 

against the spirit of judgment dated 26.09.2018 of Hon'ble Supreme Court and advice 
of UIDAI. 

4. In view of above, I would like to again request you to de-board all these 8 
Scheme Components from the DBT Bharat Portal before the commencement of the 
next financial year (2019-20) so that the notifications issued under Section-7 could be 


withdrawn.

Please refer to UIDAI's comments on draft notification under Section-7 of 
Aadhaar Act, 2016 in respect of the DBT scheme 'One Stop Centre-salary of staff of 
Ministry of Women & Child Development conveyed vide ID No. 1-4/2016-UIDAI(DBT)- 
Pt(2)(WCD) dated 05.9.2018. The draft notification was sent to UIDAI for vetting 
before publication. The UIDAI opined that "payment of remuneration and other 
expenses to the contractual manpower engaged under the scheme cannot be 
considered benefits' under section 7 of the Aadhaar Act 2016. In view of this, the 
fact that the expenditure is from the Consolidated Fund of India becomes immaterial 
If the same effect is to be adopted, it should be done pursuant to a contract with such

Please refer to UIDAI's comments on draft notification under Section-7 of 

Aadhaar Act, 2016 in respect of the DBT scheme 'One Stop Centre-salary of staff of 

mistry of Women & Child Development conveyed vide ID No.1-4/2016-UIDAI(DBT)- 

Pt(2)(WCD) dated 05.9.2018. The draft notification was sent to UIDAI for vettinq 

before publication. The UIDAI opined that “ payment of remuneration and other 

expenses to the contractual manpower engaged under the scheme cannot be 

considered benefits’ under section 7 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016. In view of this the 

fact that the expenditure is from the Consolidated Fund of India becomes immaterial 

the same effect is to be adopted, it should be done pursuant to a contract with such 

staff who are engaged. The same will be permitted and its effect protected under 
section 57 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016.” 

2. The matter was again taken up with UIDAI proposing the draft notification 
under Section-57 of the Aadhaar Act, 2016 with reference to the Hon'ble Supreme 
Courts judgement dated 26.9.2018, for vetting. This time, UIDAI observed that "the 
Hon'ble Supreme Court in the judgement dated 26.9.2018 has held that the portion of 
Section-57 which enables body corporate and individuals to seek authentication on 
the basis of contract is unconstitutional. In view thereof, authentication may be 
preferred only when such requirement is backed by a valid law 1 '. 

3. Meanwhile, on the basis of UIDAI's advice dated 05.9.2018. we had taken up 
the issue with DBT Mission, Cabinet Secretariat for clarification on continuation of 
following scheme components of the Ministry as DBT Schemes where the service 
providers are paid salary/remuneration/honorarium and for which notification have 
already been issued under Section-7 of Aadhaar Act:

Kindly refer to the D.O. letter dated 29.11.2018 [copy enclosed] from Secretary, 
MWCD addressed to Chief Executive Officer, UIDAI and copy endorsed to Secretary 
(Coordination), Cabinet Secretariat wherein we had sought clarification on (i) validity of 
notifications issued under Section 7 of Aadhaar Act 2016 for the DBT Schemes (Cash schemes) 
of the Ministry where service providers/ contractual staff engaged in these schemes are paid 
salary/ honorarium/remuneration; and (ii) continuation of these scheme components as DBT 
schemes. However, we have not received any clarification on the matter so far. 

2. Since the views of DBT Mission conveyed vide O.M. dated 26.11.2018 and UIDAI are 
contradictory on what constitute 'benefits' and applicability of Section-7 of Aadhaar Act for 
authentication for payment of salary/ honorarium/ remuneration to the service providers/ 
contractual staff of various Centrally Sponsored Schemes, DBT Mission may like to examine 
the issue in the light of the Supreme Court’s judgement dated 26.09.2018 and provide specific 
clarification on the issue. 

3. I would, therefore, request you to kindly look into the matter and expedite 
the clarification to this Ministry.

The undersigned is directed to refer to MWCD's OM no. DBT/13/2018-DBT 
Cell dated 1.11.18 and D.O. letter of Secretary (WCD) dated 29.11.2018 on the 
aforesaid subject and to convey the following opinion on the matter as under 


a) On applying section 7: The Supreme Court it is judgment dated 26.9.2018 
in Justice K S. Puttaswamy v. Union of India , has interpreted benefits’ as 
welfare measures targeted at vulnerable classes of person. Further, it has 
also been clarified by the aforementioned judgment that s since earnings are 
a matter of right they cannot be covered by section 7 of the Aadhaar Act. 
Therefore payment of remuneration and other expenses to contractual 
manpower cannot be considered as ‘benefits under section 7 of the Aadhaar 
Act. This would be irrespective of how such schemes are classified Thus 
even, if such schemes are classified as a DBT Scheme as per the DBT 
Mission, owing to the interpretation of the term ‘benefits ‘in the Supreme 
Court judgment, payment of remuneration to contractual manpower 
cannot legally be treated as ‘benefits’ under section 7 of the Aadhaar 
Act. 




On applying section 57: Post the decision in the Supreme Court Judgment 
dated 26.9 18, use of section 57 is no longer sustainable since parts of the 
section 57 have been declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court. 
Particularly, the phrase, or any contract to this effect has been struck down. 
Hence, use of Aadhaar-based authentication is not permissible on the basis of 
contract any longer, and instead has to be backed by valid law. 

Conclusion: In accordance of the aforesaid judgment of the Hon’ble 
Supreme Court, the payment of remuneration to contractual manpower 
under the DBT Schemes cannot be considered as ‘benefits’ under 
section 7 of the Aadhaar Act. Further, owing to parts of section 57 of the 
Aadhaar Act being declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, the same 
cannot be relied upon to make such payments in furtherance of a contract. 
Instead, the use of Aadhaar for establishing identity has to be backed by valid 
law.

Please refer to my D.O letter of even number dated 29.11.2018 and clarification 
given by UIDAI vide OM No.1-4/2016-UIDAI (DBT)-Pt-2 (Vol II) dated 7 th January

2. As conveyed by the UIDAI, the Supreme Court in its judgment dated 26 S.2018 
has interpreted benefits’ as welfare measures targeted at vulneraole classes of 
persons. It has also been clarified that since earnings are a matter of right, they 
cannot be covered by Section-7 of the Aadhaar Act. Therefore, payment of 
remuneration and other expenses to contractual staff cannot legally be treated as 
benefits' under Section-7 of the Aadhaar Act, irrespective of whether such schemes 
have been classified as DBT schemes or otherwise. 





3 On the issue of Aadhaar based authentication under Section-57 of the Aadhaar 
Act, UIDAI has clarified that post the decision in the judgment dated 26.9.2018 of the 
Supreme Court, use of Section-5 < is no onger sustainable for contractual staff since 
the phrase or any contract to this effect of Section-57 has been struck down by the 
apex court. Therefore, use or Aadhaar for authentication of contractual staff under 
Section-5; of the Aadnaar Act is not legally permissible. However, Aadhaar based 

authentication under Section-57 is permissible where the scheme is backed by a valid 
law. 




4. The Ministry of Women and Child Development is implementing 8 scheme 
components classified as DBT schemes where the service providers (both regular 
employees and contractual staff) are paid salary/remuneration/honorarium/expenses 
from ‘he scheme fund. Out of these 8 DBT schemes, only one scheme, i.e, Child 
n Protection Services-salary of staff is backed by the Juvenile Justice (Care and 
Protection of Children) Act, 2000 as amended from time to time and Rules framed 
id thereunder 



5. In view of the judgment dated 26.9.2018 of the apex court and clarification given 
oy the UIDAI, Aadhaar based authentication of the service providers under Section-7 
of the Aadhaar Act is legally not tenable. Even use of Aadhaar under Section-57 of 
the Aadnaar Act is permissible for the limited purpose of establishing identity of 
contractual service providers of Child Protection Services only, which is backed by a 
valid law, as mentioned above. However, it may not be prudent to continue the 
scheme component as a DBT scheme since the salary paid to the contractual staff is 
not 'benefit 1 as rightly interpreted by the apex court.

Scheme Components from the DBT Bharat Portal before the commencement of the 

next financial year (2019-20) so that the notifications issued under Section-7 could be 
withdrawn.

Progress in implementation ol DBT is reviewed at the highest level of Government 
through regular status reports compiled by DBT Mission. A series of meetings were held under 
the chairmanship of Joint Secretary (DBT), Cabinet Secretariat from 27th August to 3 rJ 
September. 2019 to review the implementation status in all DBT implementing Ministries 
Departments. These meetings were conducted as a tol low-up to the DO letters ot Secretary 
(Coordination) dated 9 th August 2019 addressed to Secretaries of Ministries / Departments 
implementing DBT. The list ol participants is at the Annexure. 

2. All Ministries /Departments were requested to ensure the following at the earliest: 

(i) Development of scheme MIS and its integration with DBT Bharat portal as the service 
of M/s PwC will be available only for a short time as conveyed vide our letter No. D- 
19011/01/2018-DBT dated 5 01 April 2019. 

(ii) Ensure regular, complete, correct State-wise reporting of monthly progress through web- 
services for FY 2019-20. 

(iii ) Notification of schemes under section 7 ot Aadhaar Act to enable use ot Aadhaar. 

(iv) Integration of scheme MIS with UIDA1 C1DR to conduct Aadhaar authentication of 
beneficiaries (biometric, demographic or One-time password based). 

(v) Reporting of previous year's State-wise data through web-form available on DBT Bharat 
portal, which was demonstrated during the meeting. It was clarified that State-wise data 
also needs to he reported for Central Sector schemes where fund is not allocated to State 

Governments. 

(vi) Reporting of overall budget and DBT budget in Section 1 on DBT Bharat portal. 

(vii) Regular reporting of estimated benefits / gains due to use ot Aadhaar-based DBT. 

3. Ministry/Department wise discussion: 

3.1 Ministry of Women and Child Development (M/o WCD): 

i. MIS of one scheme ‘Rashtriya Mahila Kosh’ is not yet ready, Ministry informed that 
it will be ready by 30 th September 2019. (Action : M/o WCD) 

ii. Ministry informed that there are fund transfer issues under ’National Creche Scheme 

as the scheme is being implemented by States through NGOs which are not yet 
registered on NGO Darpan (NITI Aayog’s Portal). Ministry was requested to engage 
with States to get the matter resolved by 30 lh September 2019.

3.2 Ministry of Labour & Employment (M/o L&E):

iv. Ministry informed that the Division handling the ‘Stipend to Trainees for Skill 
Development in 34 Districts affected By Left Wing Extremism' scheme has been 
shifted to Ministry of Skill Development And Entrepreneurship (M/o SD&E). Ministry 
was requested to collect the State-wise data for 2013-15 period under the scheme and 
to provide the same to DBT Mission. (Action: M/o L&E) 

v. Ministry was requested to report State-wise data and savings from DBT at the earliest. 
(Action: M/o L&E) 

vi. Ministry was also requested to ensure that Aadhaar authentication is conducted across 
all DBT Schemes and a status on the mode of Aadhaar authentication conducted under 
the schemes may be submitted to DBT Mission.

ii. Under ‘Swach Bharat Mission Urban* scheme there is a gap between the funds released 
by the Ministry v/s funds reported on DBT Bharat Portal. Ministry informed that the 
Urban Local Bodies (ULBs) are not reporting the data.

i. Department informed that one MIS has been developed for all the ten DBT schemes 
using the DBT App, however the integration with DBT Bharat Portal is not getting 
through due to firewall issues. The delay' in integration was viewed adversely and 
Department was advised to develop a separate portal at the earliest which will support 
on-line Aadhaar Authentication also. (Action: DAE) 

ii. It was also suggested to explore possibility ot on-boarding some of the schemes on 
National Scholarship Portal. (Action: DAE) 
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iii. Department was requested to report State-wise data and savings from DB1 at the 
earliest. (Action: DAE) 

iv. Department was also requested to ensure that Aadhaar authentication is conducted 
across all DBT Schemes and a status on the mode of Aadhaar authentication conducted 
under the schemes may be submitted to DBT Mission. (Action. DAE)
